A 40 year old car salesman from 
Plano who prosecutors said grossed 
m illions of dollars from selling 
cocaine and heroin has been found 
guilty of running the largest drug 
smuggling operation in the state's 
history 
Joe D Hicks and a second defen­ 
dant. 49-year-old Charles Lidge Bolts, 
were convicted after a nine day trial 
Thursday in Dallas of dealing in drugs 
which prosecutors said brought more 
than a half billion dollars worth of 
narcotics into the 
United States 
during the past three years 
Bolts was found guilty of conspiring 
to import and distribute narcotics 
the only charge against him while 
Hicks was convicted on the four 
counts against him. They include 
conspiracy to import and distribute; 
being the leader of a continuing 
narcotics operation, and causing the 
importation of 1.5 pounds of heroin in 
August. 
1974. and 2.2 pounds of 
cocaine in September of this year 
While Hicks’ wife. Janet, quietly 
cried in the courtroom, U S District 
Judge Eldon Mahon congratulated the 
jury on its findings and indicated the

on to become a two-term governor of 
Texas in the 1920’s and 30’s. 
While working as a music teacher in 
the neighboring town of Allen, the 
Plano native began a seven-year 
courtship with young Joe Bradshaw, 
an up-and-coming local businessman 
They were married on Dec. 23, 1902. 
Her husband had a number of jobs 
before retiring in 1954. When the 
couple were newlyweds, Bradshaw 
was 
Plano’s 
public 
weigher. 
He 
weighed all grain brought into town by 
local farm ers. 
He later had a general store in 
downtown Plano and worked at the 
c ity ’s F arm ers-M erchants 
Bank 
(which eventually merged with what 
is now the First National Bank). 
Finally, Bradshaw went into the fire 
and life insurance business in an of­ 
fice downtown. He died just five years 
ago. 
“ He was a wonderful m an ,” 
recalled his widow. “After he retired, 
we had 17 years of happy life together 
and were hardly ever separated. He 
would sit across from me in his 
rocking chair and look over and say 


Honey, I love you.’ You know, it’s 
real nice for your husband to say 
that,” 
The Bradshaws were very active in 
the First Baptist Church of Plano for 
many years. He was the church 
treasurer for some 44 years (“ We 
about wore out that old table in there 
from counting all the ch u rch ’s 
money!” noted Mrs. Bradshaw), and 


she was superintendent of the junior 
Sunday School department for more 
than 20 years. 
Though Mrs Bradshaw cannot get 
around well enough anymore to attend 
church, she is entertained throughout 
the day by several loyal friends who 
never fail to stop by “ to see how I’m 
getting along.” 
“ My friends are so good to m e,” she 
said 
“Someone is always visiting me 
and bringing me good things to eat 
Everybody has been so nice about my 
birthday. I got a card from the 
president and *he governor and felt 
quite honored.” 
Happy Birthday from the Star- 
Courier too, Mrs Bradshaw, and may 
you have many more happy ones. 


Students Helped 
By YAC Program 


Plano Independent School District’s 
goal of preparing each student for his 
next step in life is being pursued by 
learning and physically handicapped 
students through the Vocational 
A djustm ent 
C ooperative 
School 
program (YAC). 
Working with teenagers who have 
identifiable learning difficulties, 
Vocational A djustm ent counselors 
June Lout and Debbie Dannelley seek 
to teach VAC participants how to get 
and hold a job as well as attempting to 
place them in a job. 
“In our Pre-Vocational classes at 
Williams and Vines, we teach the 
students not only about what kind of 
job opportunities are available and 
how- to get a position, but also about 
the financial, nutritional, leisure and 
human relations aspects of life,” Mrs. 
Lout explained. 
Juniors in the program attend class 
half of each day and work the 
remainder, while seniors work full 
time their final two quarters to 
com plete program requirem ents, 
according to the two first-year 
counselors 


“To receive a high school diploma, 
the VAC student must be capable of 
holding down a full time job and be 
able to seek his own employment,” 
Mrs. Lout added. “That capability is 
determined by us in consultation with 
the student’s employer.” 
The counselors explained that 
placing 
VAC students in work 
situations is most difficult 
“We aren’t seeking just a job for 
these stu d e n ts,” Mrs 
Lout em ­ 
phasized “ We are looking for em ­ 
ployers who can and are willing to 
work with students who have han­ 
dicapping conditions.” 
Noting that it does take time to train 
VAC students for the job. 
Miss 
Dannelley stressed that “ there is a 
very good chance that these students 
will remain with the employer after 
training.” 
Both counselors praised the support 
they have received from community 
businessmen.

You don't catch people like Hicks 
unless law enforcement officers have 
plea bargaining," Mahon said 
All six told of traveling to Bogota, 
Colom bia; 
Saigon, 
V ietnam , or 
Bangkok, Thailand, either with Hicks 
or with his money, to purchase the 
drugs, then returning to Miami or San 
Francisco to deliver the drugs to 
Hicks or his wife 
Mrs Hicks, who also is charged in 
connection with the ring, had her trial 
separated 
from 
Hicks and 
Bolts 
because of legal problems arising 
from the husband wife relationship 
No date has been set for her trial 
An assistant U.S. attorney said 
Hicks’ operation was the largest in the 
history of Texas, and said Hicks likely 
grossed $13 million in drug sales 
which would be worth $500 million on 
the streets 
Testimony at the trial indicated the 
drugs were distributed in Dallas, 
Waco, Houston, 
Detroit 
and San 
Francisco 
The attorney also revealed that 
drug enforcem ent officers first 
learned of Hicks’ involvement in the 
smuggling operation when he at 
tempted to purchase heroin from an 
undercover agent in Saigon in 1973 
Hicks prim ary defense was that the 
government could not directly con 
nect him with the drugs, nor could the 
government say where the money 
went that Hicks supposedly made 


The case first came to light iii a big 
way when country singers 
Willie 
Nelson and Ray Price were called to 
testify ln»fore a federal grand jury in 
Fort Worth earlier this year 
While Nelson was subponeaed for 
tile trial but was not called, l*rice 
testified that 
he once refused a 
request by Hicks to "launder’ some 
money Hicks later testified that he 
owes Nelson some $60,(XX) from a loan 
I he grand jury eventually returned 
an indictment in July which named 12 
defendants, in addition to Hicks. Bolts 
and Mrs Hicks 
Eight of the defendants Coleman 
Ray Bandy. Jerry Coffman, Jackie 
Kenned) 
Hammel

McKnighl. Dale Norris. Lloyd Pit

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — How does one clean ivory jewelry 
after it has become yellow from age or body oils? Any 
suggestions9 — JEAN K 
DEAR JEAN K. — Real ivory has an inevitable 
tendency to yellow with age and this should not be 
tampered with. If your jewelry pieces are not glued 
together in any way, you could wash them with SOAP 
and water. Then immediately dry with a soft cloth. This 
will clean it but will not do away with the yellowed look. 
One authority suggests rubbing with a cut lemon that 
has been dipped in salt. Let juice dry and wipe off 
thoroughly with a damp cloth. Dry with another. —

DEAR POLLY’ — Louise asked for a recipe for powdered 
homemade soap My recipe is tried and true. I put one-half 
cupful in each load in my automatic washer; it works great 
when one has soft water I add it to the washer as it is filling 
with hot water to give the soap more time to dissolve 
To make it. dissolve one can of lye in three quarts of cold 
water in an enamelware container Add three-fourths cup of 
borax and stir When dissolved, add four and a half pounds of 
slightly warmed fat Stir for from ten to fifteen minutes. Then 
stir off and on for 12 to 24 hours Spread out on a paper and 
allow to dry for several weeks Break up the big chunks as it 
dries When dry enough, put through a food grinder and store 
in a dry place — VELMA 
DEAR READERS — Harriet also sent us her recipe for 
homemade soap It was much like Velma's except she adds 
one-half cup ammonia to the mixture. She says the more it is 
stirred during the “ seasoning” period /die more granulated it 
becomes. She often leaves it where it can be stirred off and on 
for as long as 36 hours. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY 
To get out that last drop of toothpaste in a 
tube, put the cap on lightly, lay the tube on a hard surface such 
as a board or table and press or roll the tube with your rolling 
pin Roll from the bottom of the tube toward the top Then roll 
up the pressed tube -- ALICE. 
DEAR POLLY’ 
When your pillowcases wear thin and 
start to have holes in them, be lazy Simply fold them in half 
along the closed side, cut a small hole in the middle, slip over 
the hook on a clothes hanger and have dandy clothes covers.

lineup of fall tasks which are 
equally as important to a 
well run garden as those we 
undertake in the spring 
Foremost among these is 
the preparation of our dahlia 
tubers 
for 
th e ir 
w in te r 
resting period 
Dahlias can 
be dug any tim e after the 
first frost has hit them in 
cold-weather areas ll s w ise 
to dig them, rather than cut 
them off. 
for 
m any 
gar 
(loners have lost their tubers 
when 
autumn 
rains 
have 
drained down the hollowed 
cut stem and rotted the roots 
ol prized plants. 
Dig them out gently with a 
fo rk, 
edging 
c a re fu lly 
around the plant so that none 
of the tubers are pierced 
Then 
cut 
off 
the 
stem , 
leaving several inches of it 
Dirt may be removed with 
the garden hose, 
using a 
strong 
jet 
of 
wat er 
to 
dislodge the soil Then sit the 
roots on a fence or on a dry 
sidewalk, stem downward. 
so they will drain readily 
Once dried off. they are 
ready tor storage but it s not 
quite as simple as it may 
sound First of all. it is much 
safer to wait until the spring 
to cut them, because in the 
spring you can see w here the 
shoots are and exactly where
